I have to acknowledge the receipt of your voucher 
of the llth inetant, in favour of Bastien Brothers, to 
reinburee them for the payments made by them to the Quebec 
Power Company, covering the cost of electric light service 
to the Lorette Convent for the period from Decenber 2, 1932, 
to Nay 15, 1935 - approximately 24 years. 


The Department fails to understand why there has 
been delay in rendering these accounts. The Appropriations 
for the fiscal years 1932-33, 1933-34, and 1934-35 have 
lapeed, and it is therefore extremely difficult to make pay- 
ments of accounts for expenditures incurred in those years. 
The Department would like to hear from you as to the reasons 
for the delay in forwarding accounts. 


In future, when you receive these accounts covering 
the charges for electrical service, you should immediately 
forward then to the Department, when payment will be made 
here. You should prepare a voucher, in triplicate, certify 
same, attaching the account thereto, and forward to the 
Department for payment. It is expected that you will carry 
out these instructions, as all accounts for electric light 
services are paid direct by the Department. 


Payment of the voucher which you now submit is 
being withheld until a full explanation is received from you, 
regarding the delay in forwarding these accounts. The Auditor 
General may take exception to payment covering such a long 
period of time.

I_ have to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 17th instant, regarding the voucher which you 
submitted in favour of Bastien Brothers, to reimburse 
them for payments made by them covering the cost of 
electric light service to the Lorette Indian Convent 
for the period from December 2, 1932, to May 15, 1935. 


It is necessary to return the voucher, with 
the receipted accounts attached. It is noted that 
some of the accounts show a minimum charge of $1.00, 
while on others the minimum charge is $1.25. We are 
not aware why there should be this variation in these 
charges. I would request that you obtain a copy of 
the contract from the Quebec Power Company setting forth 
their rates, and forward same to the Department. 


It is noted that several of the accounts show 
arrears. I may say that the Treasury Department will 
not pay arrears on electric light accounts. A number 
of the accounts do not show that the discount allowed 
was obtained. In any reimburfement, it will be necessary 
to deduct the discount. 


It appears that accounts for the following months 
are missing: May, July, August and October, 19933 May, 
July and December, 1934, and January, 1935. e account 
for August, 1934, shows an overpayment of $1.50, and the 
account for October, 1934, shows a credit of 50 cents. 

An explanation should be given regarding these two 

accounts. If you paid these missing accounts, you should 
obtain copies, certify that they have been paid, and 

prepare a new voucher, in triplicate, for the amount due, 
which you should also certify and forward to the Department. 
You should also furnish an explanation regarding the other 
accounts referred to. 


You will see the difficulty there is in making 
payment of these delayed accounts, as it is not always 
possible, at this late date, to make any correction of 
errors. However, you should furnish full explanations as 
requested, and return the accounts, with a voucher attached, 
when consideration will be given to payment.

Ross, who wss doing work for the Waterworks at Lorette, 
condescended to mark off the locglity where the school 
should be situated. It will be a great satisfaction to 
these people to see a new school take the place of the 
old building which hes been there for approximately 50 
years. This building is beyond economical repair.

At a discussion with the Chiefs of the Reserve, Mr. 
Gendron and the Superintendent, it wes sugrested that the o14 
school should be given to the Welfare department for the 
conetruction of three small residences for needy Indians, I 
believe Mr. Gendron, before he left, submitted a report on 
thie matter, I would recommend that we dispose of the school

The following work has been completed: 


Conerete work, exterior surfaces and roofing with the 
exception of some trim around entrances. 


Interior framing, brick work (chimney). 


The electricians and plumbers are finished their 
roughing and will not return until the building is 
ready for fixtures. 


The heating contractor still has some work to do in 
the boiler room, but the boiler is set up and connected

MEMORANDUM TO THE DEPUTY MINISTER. 
Re: Lorette Indian School, Lorette enc ebec. 


Complete analysis of the matter covered by my memorandum 
to you under date of May 17th last, with reference to the above, 
has been delayed due to the absence from Ottawa on field duty 
of our Education Service Officer most familiar with the matter. 
The said officer, having recently returned, we have been able to 
discuss the matter with him, and the following comment is offered: 


The Submission to Council, forwarded with my memorandum, 
seeks authority for our Minister to pay to Joseph Eugene Tremblay, 
the Contractor, extras beyond the limit of his contract to the 
emount of $6,802.72. 


This school wes one of the buildings for which our Education 
Service was forced to assume construction responsibility due to 
the volume of work upon which the Engineering and Construction 
Service, Department of Resources and Development, were engaged at 
the time supervisory assistance was badly needed by this Branch. 


The contract had been awarded es the outcome of advertised 
invitations for tenders, and one of the contractor's obligations 
in tendering was to visit the site and acquaint himself with the 
conditions and difficulties that he might encounter in construction, 
one of which was to edmpt a typical set of working drawings to the 
site. 


The contractor evidently was not able, when tendering, to 
visualize that, to obtain solid bearings for his footings end, et 
‘,the seme time, place the main floor in the correct relation it 
should bear to the street, it would be necessary to increase the 
height of the foundation walls above that shown on the typical 
design, and the cost of the additional concrete required was not 
included in his tender. Construction had been initiated and most 


Cont *desccee 
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of the concrete had been poured when the correction was made, 

but there was no alternative to having the contractor carry the 
wall to the required height as an extra item. During the course 
of construction, approval was given for the installation of a 
small dispensary in the basement for the use of the Health 
Supervisor of the Department of Netional Health and Welfare, and 
further approval was given for the installation of leundry 
equipment to convert the original fuel storage room to a small 
leundry. Also, during construction, the contractor was authorized 
to change the heating system from coal to oil fuel, necessitating 
the installation of an oil burner. During this period, it was 
further decided to increase the size of structural timbers in the 
bearing partitions carrying the roof construction. 


The school frame work had been completed and the building 
closed in before intermittent supervision by a Construction 
Supervisor from Resources end Development was available. 


All of these changes involved revisions to water lines, 
electric wiring end drainage; and the combined cost of all items, 
amounting to $6,802.72, is considered reasonable by our own 
recently appointed Engineering staff. I might say that the cost 
involved in providing a dispensary for the Health Supervisor will 
be recovered from the Department of National Health end Welfare. 


As building operations progressed, and the various items 
involving extras arose, authorization should heve been obtained 
and the increases in cost brought to the attention of our Treasury 
officials with written evidence of approval from the proper source. 
This would heave eliminated the necessity of securing the approval 
of Council for a total expenditure beyond the limit of our 
Minister's authority. 


However, funds are available and, as the charges are 
legitimate, there appears no alternative to obtaining authority 
to pay them. Work on the school, including the extras, has been 
completed in e satisfactory manner, and a Certificate of 
Acceptance has been issued by the previously-mentioned Supervisor 
of Construction.

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It is recommended, therefore, that the Submission 
Gated Mey 17th, 1950, and already signed by our Minister, be 
forwardea for action by Council. The copies you returned to 
Mr. Buck are attached hereto. 


The fill and finished grading necessitated by the 
peculiarities of the site are not part of Tremblay's contract, 
end tenders are presently being invited from properly equipped 
contractors for that final phase of operations.

The Rev. J1.D. Morin, Indian Agent, Grand 

Cascapedia, Que., has been making charges arainst Miss 
Isaac, teacher of the Maria Indian school, and on the 
iith inet. he was informed that the Department was not 
disposed to dismiss Miss Isaac on such vague charges and 
insinuations as wee contained in his previous letters, 
but that if he would positivaly state that he could 
produee evidence to show that Mise Isaac's conduct had 
been immoral or her behavious immodest the Department 
would order an investigation at onee and her continvance 
in its employ or dismissal would be Gependent upon the 
result. 

The Agent has nor forwarded what purports to be 
an affidavit from an Indian, named John Martin, with whom 
Miss Isaac boarded, accusing her of reprehensible and 
immoral conduct, es well as a statement rade by Frank 
Narcisse Jerome to the effect that a numbe> of the Indians 
complain of her inefficiency as teacher. 

This statement is not borne out by the Inspector's 

reports and a petition was received some time ago from a 


number of the Indians of the band, setting forth that 
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the charges against MissIsaac are unfounded. 

The correspondence shows that the Agent notified 
Mis" Isaac of her dismissal without consulting the Depart- 
ment. 

It would only be fair te Miss Isaac that an in- 

vestigation should be held, as little, if any, reliamce 
can be placed on the affidavit of John Martin, as he 
signs it by mark and there is nothing to show that he 
knew what he was signing. The Agent secmse determined to 
et rida of her, and Miss Isaac states that he has a relative

Referring to your letter of June 18th,file 154179-1, 
respecting charges of misconduct made against Miss Isaac, 
teacher of Maria school,I beg to report that upon the day 
it was received notifications were sent to the complain- 
ant the Rev. J.D.Morin,Indian Agent and to Miss Isaac 
that an investigation would be held on the 24th or 25th 
of June and that they should be prepared for it. 

On the former date at 3 P.M. the investigation was 
commenced. The Agent was absent assigning a very regret- 
tahle cause,stated in the letter appended hereto. In 
view of what he says in that letter it did not appear 
that he was essential to the inquiry so it was decided 
to dispense with his attendance. There are two other points 
in this letter to which attention is directed. John 


Martin and the Chief are said to have bee notified and

of indian Affairs, 
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there in in the last sentence a complete admission that 
he has been making most damaging representations without 
personal knowledge of their truth. When this is contrasted 
with the positive statements he has made against Miss 
Isaac in Ais letters to the Department indignation goes 
hand in hand with surprise. When the Department pointed 
out to him that the charges and insinuations made by him 
were vague he replied "You should trust me being also 

an officer of the Department,Indian Agent,Justice of 

the Peace and a Priest. My words and reports are right 
and just and true." 

Appended hereto is a minute of the proceedings and 
the evidence taken. It had to be decided whether to 
proceed in the ahsence of the two witnesses said to be 
material viz.,7o0hn Martin and Peter Caplin. It was decided 
to proceed as they could have been present had they 80 
desired and their representative the Agent advised that 
they were met notified. 

Reference to the minute and evidence shows that all 
the Indans present but one were favourable to Miss Isaac 
and flatly contradicted the statement that the majority 
ef the band ever wished her to be removed. Reference to 
the petition on file received by the Department on April 


22nd bears this out as it is signed by eleven out of 


This one was not adverse but simply "knew nothing" 


di i y 
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eighteen of the band. 

The witness,Mrs Sugan Martin,betrayed strong animus, 
yet her evidence contains nothing that seems to be dar 
aging. As to the time once spent by Edward Martin with 
Miss Isaac she is contradicted by Miss Isaac and by Ede 
ward Vartin. The latter is married to Miss Isaac:s 
cousin and she is now living with them. Mrs Martin who 
is a very respectable woman,scouts all idea of impropriety 
and no doubt does so very properly. 

I think Miss Isaac is free from blame for obtaining 
@ small bottle of gin for Mrs Martin. It was supplied 
under the prescription of a medical man in January 1907 
over two years ago. The certificate forms Exhibit 1. 

Miss Isaac's mother procured the gin. Miss Isaac took 

it to the reserve to the sick woman as asked. She swears 
that she never on any other occasion obtained an intoze 
icant for an Indian. 

The making of this charge now concerning a matter 
of such old date and one in respeet of which there never 
Seems to have been any concealment is rather a testimony 
favourable to Miss Isaac as it shows how far her assailante 
had to go in their attempt to make a case against her. 

The reply to the Martin complaint that his child has 
never learned to sign her name is Susan Martin's signature 


at the head of page 4. 
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The boy Thomas Dedam refers to as his child,ie 
abraham Caplin (adopted) Dedam says that this boy does 


not know the A.B.C. Abraham’ Caplin's signature is on 
page 4. The statement that he does not know the alphabet 
ies not true. He repeated it to me with facility. 

I found nine boys and seven girls in attendance on 
my arrival,examined them and found their performances very 
fair. Mies Isaac showed me the last report of the School 
Inspector. I endorse what he said. 

I conclude that there is nothing whatever in these 
charges and it ig astonishing that the Indian Agent should 
have adopted the attitude he has. He might have caused 
the ruin of a young girl who seems to be of the highest 
worth and to have done this in view of the admission that 
he has no knowledge of the facte,constitutes an offence 
that cannot,in my opinion,be too strongly censured. 

I trust the Department will see its way to condemn 


such conduct,and t6 inform Miss Isaac that she is entirely

Mr. Agent Leblanc states that Miss Josephine Audet, 
teacher of the Maria Indian Day School, desires to give up 
her position ae teacher provided she is granted super- 
annuation or a pension. He requests that in view of her 
long service, and as she is getting old, that she be granted 
some assistance. 


There is no provision for the granting of superannuation 
or pensions to teachers of Indian day schools, but a gratuity 
on retirement has been granted in the cases of several teachers 
in the past. 


Miss Audet beyan duties at this school February 21, 1910, 
at a salary of $500, which was increased to $350 on July 1, 
1910, and to $400 on September 1, 1912, and to $450, her 
present salary, on July 1, 1918. During the last three years 
she has also received the bonus allowed teachers at the rate 
of $150 per annum. She has a diploma for the teaching of 
French and English, and the Inspector has invariably reported 
that her services are satisfactory. 


The Department has, in the pust, granted gratuities in 
several cases,as follows: - 


In 1909, Mrs. C. A. Vollick, who had taught the No. 3 
School on the Oneida Reserve for a period of 17 years and 
who resigned on account of failing health, was granted a 
gratuity of $100.00, in recognition of her long and faithful 
service. The salary allowei her at tnot time was at the 
rate of $300.00 per annum. 


A gratuity was granted Miss Annie Kehoe, teacher of the 
Goulais Bay Indian Day School, in June, 1915. Mies Kehoe 
Was in the service of the Department for eight years. She 
contracted tuberculosis from her work amony, the Indians. 
In addition to teaching, she acted as field matron and visited 
anc attended the sick on the two reserves on which she had 
taught. The Department allowed her a gratuity equel to one 
quarter of her yearly salary, or total of $125.00. 


L. F. Hardyman, teacher of the Anglican School on the 
Garden River Reserve, after completing 30 years of service 
as a teacher in Indian Schools, was granted a gratuity equal 
to six months' salary (March 31, 1919). The amount paid him 
was $300.00. 


In November, last, Mr. John R. Lickers, teacher of the No. 
5 School on the Six Nations Reserve, retired after 35 years' 
Service as a teacher in Indian Schools. He was allowed 
& gratuity of six months' salary, which amounted to $350.00. 


- In May - 
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In May, 1921, a gratuity equal to one quarter salary 
was gues. Miss Jeannie McDermott, assistant teacher at 
the Garden River (R.C.) Indian Day School, who had been 
in the employ of the Department for a period of 13 years. 


The Agent states that Mies Audet is in very poor 
health, and is willing to retire provided she gets some 
assistance. 


I would recommend, in view of her faithful service, 
and in view of the fact that she is compelled on account 
of her health to retire, also that it is impossible for 
a teacher to save any money on the salary paid her, 
that the Department allow her a gratuity on her retire- 
ment equal to, at least, one quarter of her yearly salary, 
which, in her case, would amount to $112.50. This could 
be paid from the appropriation for Indian education as was 
done in all the above mentioned cases.

While hesitating to bother you during a time when you must 
be engrossed in political affairse,I wish to take this opportunity of laying 
my claim before you prior to your visit abroad. 


I have spent twenty-cight years of my life es a teacher. 
For four years I taught in the United Stetes,for twelve years in verious 
parts of the Province of Quebec and.for ea further period of twelve years ,I 
was the teacher on the Indian Reservation situated between this village and 
Cascapedia. 


Approximately five years ago I was obliged to discontinue 
this work as a result of ill health. I have every reason to believe that I 
gave satisfaction in the posts to which I was assigned,a statement which any 
investigetion would serve to prove. 


My work emong the Indians was unveually arduous. As a rule 
the hours were very considerably longer then in the ordinary provincial 
school. A great deal of extra work was involved during my association with 
the Indians and,not only was the necessity of begging for them added to my 
regular duties,but upon occasion I assisted the Indian children with funds 
from my own purse. 


Whereas my health precludes the possibility of my ever 
renewing my work es a teacher and in view of my past record,I feel that the 
Government might consider granting me a pension,or some alternative,but 
adequate,compenseation for my past services. 


I would ask you,therefor,to give my request your earnest 
and personal consideration and,if necessary,forward my cleim to such Minister 
of your Government who may have these matters in hand.

With further reference to the complaint 
in the letter of Anthony Martin, of the Maria 
Reserve, after a study of our files. I am inclined 
to the opinion that this Indian is not expressing 
the thoughts of many of his people. The Maria 
Indian Day School, which is taught by Miss Dora 
Gedeon, 27 year o14 Indian girl, is well attended 
and no other complaints have reached the Department. 
This teacher possesses an Elementary Teacher's 
Diploma (French and English) for Quebec am has 
taught at this school durine the past 9% years. The 
Provincial School Inspectors who visit the school 
regularly have reported very favourably. 


It is entirely probable that Miss Gedeon 
is not a really good teacher, as she possesses the 
minimum qualifications. I find that the School 
Inspectors' reports, because of their brevity, do 
not paint a very good picture of this worker. The 
average attendance of over 20 pupils at this 
school for the past few years suggests that the 
teacher is doing fairly good work.

Before leaving the reserve, I visited the 
Constable, Milton Gideon, and told him of all the complaints 
received at the school meeting. 


The conelusion in this matter is thet the whole 
thing is a family quarrel; on one side, Constable Gedeon, on th 
other side, the teacher, Miss Gedeon, his own sister, and a 
couple of his brothers. As ea Constable, Gedeen trying to 
accomplish his duties to the best of his ability is not populer. 
fhe fect that .gent Cvr, who iives a few miles away from the 
Reserve, has to aenend a «reat deal on Constable Gedeon living 
on the Reserve is q ite natural, but many of the Indian@ do 
not seem to approve of it, nor understand it. 


I have never seen brothers and sisters 80 
divided and bitter, ome alone heving to stand against all 
others combined. No one seems to be willing to stop this 
feud and those against the Constable enpear to have stirred 
the majority of the ladians against their own brother. I 
will not believe that this man is as bed us he is supposed 
to be until someone can prove it to me. This is the most 
bitter family affair I hive ever seen. There may be faults 
on both sides, but the on y solution I ocean see would be to put 
them all out of jobs and appoint a new teacher and a new 
consteble.

After the usual opening remarks, I asked if 
there were anyone who wished to voice any sigeestions, com- 
plaints, ete., and the following is an outline of such. 


Chief Councillor Isasc Martin informed me that 
the Constable is not helping the Indians to have their children 
attend school and he is not trying to hel» the Chief and 
Councillors. He also wanted to know why the Constable elways 
interferred between the Indians and the Agent. Constable 
Gedeon has been trying to have the school teacher dismissed, 
saying that the Indians requested such a move. However, the 
Chief stated they had nothing to say against the teacher. On 
the subject of education, he pointed out that the school house 
was too small; there was no room for more desks and at the 

' present time have to seat three on « seat provided for two. 
He complained that the Covmeillors were never informed of what 
was coing on - neither from the Agent or from the Constable.

May I direct your attention to eae telegram 
and letter on this file, received by the Director from 
J. Alphe Poirier, Esc., M.P., for Bonaventure. This 
correspondence, you will note, is self-explanatory. 


The Department hes no serious objection to 
the appointment of two Enzlish speaking Nuns to take 
charce of the Maria School, proviced that Nuns with the 
proper oualifications are available. Under existing 
regulations, however, the teachers now in charge of the 
school should be given a month's notice. This notice 
should be civen not later than October first and the 
chance of teachers could¢ not teke place until 
November 4th. 


In respect to the improvements to the school, 
sugzested by Mr. Poirier, I may state that we are not 
supplying electrical energy at eny Indian day school 
that I am aware of, in the Dominion, and we have refused 
repeatedly to instell bath tubs anc bath tub equipment 
in Indian day schools. You should point out to the Member 
thet this equipment is not supplied in the case of “hite 
schools throuchouvt the Dominion and that there is a limit 
beyond which the taxpeyers of Caneda are not prepared to 
go in providing educational facilities for the Indian 
population. 


You are aware that our educational appropriations 
have been drastically reducec, that ovr Indian schools are 
operating on a 3 month rather than a 10 month basis and 
that we have not st this date funts sufficient to open 
a number of seasonal schools in the outlyine districts. 

If you have an opportunity to do so, I think these facts 
should@ be discussed very freely and very frankly with 
Mr. Poirier.

Dear Mr. Poirier: 


I desire to refer to your telegram of the 
llth instent with reference to the teaching services 
at the Meria Indian Day School. 


In our appropriation for the current 
fiseal year it was only found possible to provide the 
funds required for the operation of Indian day schools 
for a nine-month period instead of ten months. The 
ley teachers who were in charge of the school during 
the academic year 1959-40, and whose employment was 
continued for 1940-41, had sufficient interest in their 
work to write to the Depertment end state that they were 
willing to operate the school for the full ten-month 
period, even though they would only be paid for nine 
months. The Department appreciated this action on their 
pert and they were consequently authorized to re-open 
the school. 


While the Department has no objection to the 
employment of Nuns es teachers of the Marie School, at 
the same time I feel you will agree that we should deal 
fairly with the two lay teachers. It would not be fair 
to Gismiss them without giving them adequate notice as 
it would be practically impossible for them to secure 
other schools at the present time, due to the fact that 
school boards heve already secured teachers for the 
academic year 1940-41. 


The desirability of employing Nuns to take 
charge of the Merie School will be given careful con- 
sideration by the officials of this Branch and a definite 
decision reached in respect to the matter prior to the 
opening of the 1941-42 academic year.

Re Meria Agency 


Mr. Pratt and I discussed with Messrs. 
Hoey, Thibault, Arneil and Morris, the situation at 
this Agency, for the purpose of determining what steps 
should be taken either in the appéintment of an Agent 
or to combine this Agency with the Hestigouche Agency. 


All of the officials in the branch 
expressed the view thet the situation et Maria hed not 
changed for @ good many years past and that the Indiens 
were of a very low cless. Mr. Hoey expressed the opinion 
that there had been no improvement in them for the last 
twenty or twenty-five years. I suggested to him that 
the money spent on their education had hardly been worth 
while because those children educeted fifteen or twenty 
years ago should by this time heve shown some of the 
results of the money that wes spent on them. I pointed 
out thet recently we had spent over $10,000 on a new school 
and that if the Indians were not getting any benefit from 
the @ducation we were giving them, perhaps some considera- 
tion should be given to making a change in the activities 
carried on in the school. 


It was suggested thet perhaps more time 
should be devoted to teaching the indians manual training 
and how to grow gardens. At the present time there are tus two 
female teachers in the school, a Miss Gideon who has been 
there for @ number of years, and a younger girl who aes 
appointed more recently. they do not teach any manual 
training. It was decided that Mr. Hoey should communicate 
with Macdonald College for the purpose of ascertaining 
wether there are any young graduates from that College 
who came from the Maria district and whe might be interested 
in accepting a position of teacher at this school if the 
salary were increased. 
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It was thought that it might be possible 
to combine the positions of teacher and Agent and in this 
wey the administrative costs of the Agency would not be 
incressed very much. Arrangements could be made with 
Acting Agemt Cyr to engege his services and equipment 
during the summer months to assist the Teacher-Agent in 
carrying out his instruction work. 


It is of course appreciated that no change 
of this nature could be put into effect until the end of 
the school term. In the meantime it was decided to allow 
Mr. Cyr to continue as Acting 4gent. It was decided that 
he should be written to fully, suggesting thet steps 
should be taken immediately srping arrives to plow up as 
much lend as possible, up to 30 acres, and an endeavour 
made to get the Indians to put this new land into gardens. 


No definite decision was reached in 
reference to the Hestigouche Agency. It was generally 
the consensus of opinion thet it would be advisable to 
have a new Agent appointed there in Place of Dr. Richard, 
allowing the letter to continu with the tedical work.

Dear Sir: 


We, the Indians of the Maria Indian 
Reserve are painfully surprised to see that Miss Dore Gidion 
who has been our teacher since nineteen years is not allowed 
to hold her position any longer, Sisters are now in charge 
of our school. Nobody warned us of the new change. All the 
Indians of Maria Reserve, by this letter are heavily protest- 
ing and asking the Department to replace Miss Gidion as 
teacher of the primary grades. We judge it very unjust to 
take from Miss Gidion, without any reason, her only means of 
earning a living after nineteen years of devotedmess to the 
education of our children. Here are our main reasons for 
protesting against such an act, that is unjust on the part 
eof the Department. 


lst: Miss Dora Gidion is one of our 
own: she was born and brought up on the Reserve. The 
Department should favour the teachers of the Reserve, before 
strangers. 


2nd: The Department paid Miss Gidion's 
instruction; why not now see that she makes good use of it. 
Miss Gidion is one of the rare Indien teachers that has made 
excellent use of her instruction. 


Sra: Since Miss Gidion is teaching, she 
has paid the college course of one of her brothers who is a 
priest todey, teaching in one of the classical colleges of 
Quebec. Miss Gidion has also paid for two of her sisters in 
convent, and a brother at the high school. Almost ell her 
earnings went for education of her brothers and sisters. 


4th: Miss Gidion is now without parents. 
Her father died in 1927, her mother in 1959. Since her father's 
death, Dora was the only support to her mother and home. 
Is it justice not to consider all those factors before discharg- 
ing Miss Gidion. She has no fortune in reserve; during her 
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nineteen years of service she has always been a supporter 
of the home and family. 


Sth: Nothing can be said against Miss Gidion, as 
teacher, and we are all sorry to see that she is now left 
without eny position. We hope, we ask, we want the Department 
to consider Miss Gidion's case end see that she teaches 
during the coming yeer. All the Indians are bound to see, 
Mise Gidion back at her class. We, the Indians of Maria 
Reserve, are sending a copy of this letter to the Very 
Honorable Ernest Lapointe, Minister of Justice, begging him 
to judge the case, plead our cause, and give us a favorable 
answer. We feel that the Very Honorable Lapointe, Minister 
of Justice, will be on our side.

I have your letter of the 2lst instant, 
with reference to the salary of Sister Mary of the 
Sacred Heart. 


Several months ego a ruling was made 
to the effect that a member of a religious Order, whose 
salary is usually turned over in total to the Orcer 
to which she belongs is not subject to income tax. 
A further ruling was made to the effect that when 
income tax is not being paid the bonus cannot be allowed. 


In the case of Sister Mary of the Sacred 
Heart, her basic salary was $60.00 and through over- 
sight she was allowed bonus at the rate of $10.20 for 
the month of September, making her total salary #70.20. 
From this amount $4.50 was deducted for income tax and 
#3.00 for the Retirement Fund, leaving a net amount 
payable to her of 62.70. This payment was adjusted 
in October and November, and, as @ result, Sister Mary 
of the Sacred Heart received «4 basic salary of ¢60.00 
without bonus and without deduction for income tax 
or payment to the retirement fund. This meant that 
she was simply paid her basic salery and consequently 
she received %6d.00 for October and November. The 5.00 
deducted for the month of September for the Retirement 
Fund was refunded to her on November 8, 1944. I realize 
this is a rather involved explanation. There is no 
desire on our part to bring her salary lower than she 
eriginally thought it would be, but, at the same time,

The cost of 
the labour would be approximately $60. I shall 
be pleased to be advised the name of the person 
or firm from whom the materiale may be procured 
ané also the name of a competent foreman.

I have your letter of the 2nd instant, giving 
a detailed estimate of the lumber and other materials 
required, also the coset of the labour in installing a 
new floor and floor beans, at the Maria Indian Day School. 


In reply I have to say that you may arrance 
for the purchase from Mr. J. N. Gyr, of New Richmond, 
Que., of the beame, flooring, paint and other materials 
required, et an estimated cost of $650. You may also 
enrare the services of Mr. Marcelin Leblanc, of Gagne, 
Bonaventure Co., to act as foreman carpenter. He 
should oversee the work and assist the Indians who are 
to perform the labour. The present floor should be 
removed and new beame installed, and a double floor 
laid - one rough floor underneath and a birch floor 
on top, with paper between the two floors. You should 
see that a satisfactory job is completed, st the earliest 
possible date. If the carrying out of this work inter- 
feres with the holding of classes, the school will have 
to remain closed until the work is completed. After 
you have purchased the materials, you should obtain 
itemized accounts, in triplicate, covering the cost. 
These you should attach to proper voucher forme, certify 
in the usual manner and send to the Department for payment. 


Proper time sheets, in triplicate, should be kept 
for the labour employed. The names of the individual 
labourers should be filled in, each dev employed should 
be shown, se well as the wares paid per day, and the 
time sheets should be sirned by the individual lebourers.

I may etate that the claims of the indians of varia 
for the erection of a new school et thet point were carefully 
considered by the departmental officials when the estimates for 
the ficeal yeer 1938-39 were being prepared. in view of the 
urgent demands for oechool accormodation in other districts, at 
was not possible, however, to include an item for the erection 
eof a school at aria thie year. 


However, if the able-bodied Indians of Neria now in 
receipt of relief are prepared to secure loge or lumber anda 
proceed with the construction of an additional echoolroom at 
that point, the Vepartment will be prepared to previde windove, 
roofing, interior furnishings, etc. You will be interested to 
learn that a number of Indian bands throuchout the Dominion 
have, in cooperation with the Depertment, established echools 
on this cooperative basis. it is our hope that the indians of 
hariea will be prepared to underteke this task, in return for 
the relief allowances they are now receiving. hould they be 
prepared to do so, the officials will be giad to co municate 
with the Indian Agent ona make arrancements to have thie work 
etarted toward the beginning of the next fiscal yeur.

Ret Brection of new school 
on Maria Indian Neserve. 


Reports on file indicate that there ie a 
school on this reserve with accomodation for approx- 
imately 25 pupils. The Indian population of the 
reserve, accordin; to the last census, is 209, and, 
of these, approximately <5 are of school are. It would 
appear, therefore, that additional school accommodation 
is required at this reserve and should be provided in 
the immediate future. No item, however, for the con- 
struction of a echool at this point was included in 
the 1955-39 estimates. There are still a number of 
districte in which no provision whatever has been made 
for the education of the children, and it was felt by 
the officials of the Department that these districts 
should have first consideration. 


A large proportion of the Indians of Varia 
ere in receipt of relief allowances from the Department. 
The latest figures supplied from the Treasury Branch 
indicate that rellef costs at laria for the period 
\_pril first to Cctober 31, 1927, amounted to 53,588.31, 
end our expectation is thet these figures will show a 
substantial increase during the winter monthe. I am 
suggesting, therefore, that the able-bodied Indians of 
this band now in receipt of relief be asked to cut the 
lego necessary, or, if they so desire, secure the 
lumber and proceed with the construction of an aidit- 
ional room to the haria school, in return for the 
relief allowances they are now receiving from the

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Department. if the Indians are willing to cooperate 
with ue in this way, the Department will be glad to 
eupply doors, windows, roofing material and interior 
furnishings. A mumber of echoole have been established 
throurhout the Dominion on thie basis anc there seems 
to be no valid reason why the indians of | aria should 


1ot preceed with this work, under the direction and 
supervision of the Indian Agent.

With regard to the provision of Sep- 
tic Water System toilets, I may sey that as the cost of 
installing such a, service would be about $975.00 in- 
Cluding the edditional building space required and a 
sewage disposal bed, this service has been so located 
that it can be installed or omitted without affecting 
the building proper. I would be pleased to be advised 
whether the Indian Affairs Branch consider that this 
service should be installed as indicated on the plans at 
the above mentioned cost or, as suggested on the building 
Gata form, whether outside toilets for the children and 
an inside chemical toilet for the teacher will be satis- 
factory. 

The cost of the proposed building, ex- 
Clusive of the above mentioned septic toilets is estim- 
ated at about $9,125.00. I may say thet this cost is 
in excess of the appropriation of $6,500.00 which ap- 
parently was inoluded in the 1939-40 estimetes without 
regard for the size or requirements of this school.

Your Department will shortly receive the forms 
filled out by the Nuns who have been chosen by Mgr. Ross 
to teach at the Maria Indien Reserve. I am looking after 
this matter right awey. 


The agent, Mr. Napoléon Cyr, came to see me a 
few days ago regarding this. A toilet would have to be 
installed at the Indian School of Maria. Mr. Cyr is of 
the opinion that thet would uot cost very much. He dug 
@ well and instelled a pump and the whole work hes cost 
only about 60. A cesspool would have to be dug and 
thet would probably cost about $30; a small "reservoir" 
and a toilet would have to installed and the whole would 
cost about $100 including the cesspool. 


I would be obliged if you would give the necessary 
orders to have that toilet room ready for the opening of the 
school. Mr. Cyr will do that work for us at a low price. 


I would advise you also to give an increase of 

salary of $50 per year to Mr. Milton Gédéon, police officer 
of the Indian Reserve, sothat he may look after the work of 
sending the Indien children to school every day. WV xédéon 
came to see me also, at the same time as the ager ir. Napo- 
1éon Cyr. Both of them cooperate for the welfare of the In- 
Gians. Mr. Gédéon has acted as policeman in the keserve since 
meny years end I have heard only vraise about him. He is not 
paid to look efter the work of sending the children to school, 
but he would do so for a small increase of salery and I am 
sure that if thet work were given to him, he would do it 
honourebly.
